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Applicants' amendment, dated 31 January 2005, is not entered because claims 1 , 59, and 60, as amended by Applicants, raise new 
issues which would require further consideration and search (See MPEP section 714.13). 

Specifically, amended claim 1 now presents the limitation of storing the text information in the editorial database as filtered news stories. 
Claim 1 also adds the limitation of a news story archive program for extracting text information from certain ones of the Web pages 
according to a predetermined selection criteria, converting the text information into an archive format, and storing the converted text 
information in an electronic news archive. 

Inasmuch as the presently presented amendment changes the scope of the claims, and hence, presents new issues which necessitate 
further search and consideration, Applicants' Amendment is accordingly not entered. 
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
